DAN FOWLER TALKS WITH EAGLES NO.18 
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DF: Martyn, we come into this 
game off the back of consecu- 
tive losses against two talented 
teams. How has the atmosphere 
been in the camp, as we have 
certainly shown positive signs in 
those performances against Hull 
and Featherstone? 


MR: It’s been pretty good to be 
honest, we’re pretty high as we 
were under no illusions how tough 
those two games were going to 
be. We came away from the Hull 
game kicking ourselves a little bit 
as we missed a few opportunities. 
Against Fev, we probably switched 
off just before half-time and the 
scoreline ran away a little bit. We 
spoke at half-time about going 
out there and giving it a good 
crack and we did that, starting like 
a house on fire and scoring two 
quick tries. We’re pretty positive, 
we know what we can do with the 
ball and we know where we need 
to improve. 


DF:You got on the scoresheet 
within that second half. That 
must have been a good feeling 
for yourself, as well as seeing the 
lads throw the ball about with 
freedom? 


MR: It’s always to get off the 
nudey! | only had to finish it off, | 
didn’t have to do much work to 
get it. Playing with confidence is 
what it’s all about. You can take 
Fev as a prime example. All teams 
talk about shape and getting into 
a certain place to play Dut Fev 
show that when you play off-the- 
cuff and use what you’ve got in 
the team, you cause teams prob- 
lems. Most of Fev’s tries came off 
the back of their off-the-cuff style 
and offloads. When we started to 
do that, we caused them issues 
and scored tries from it. 


DF: You have had plenty of game- 
time this year, mainly coming 

off the bench as an impact sub. 
How has that been for you and 
how much have you enjoyed your 
spell at the club so far? 


MR: Starting off the bench, it’s 


all down to Tubbs and what he 
needs me to do and when he 
needs me to do it. I’ve played 
in every game so far so on that 
front, it’s been good. We have 
a great set of lads and | really 
enjoy being amongst them. 


DF: There were times in that 
game against Featherstone, 
mainly in the second half, where 
we looked to have them slightly 
rattled. How satisfying is that 
for the squad when it comes to 
believing what we can achieve 
this year? 


MR: When you have a team as 
good as Fev alittle bit rattled, 
you know you’re causing prob- 
lems. There was about a 20-min- 
ute patch where they were 
struggling and we had them on 
the back foot. We put them in 
the tumble dryer. It was tough 
against a team that is constantly 
building pressure but if we can 
do that against Fev, we just need 
to be doing it for a longer period 
of time. 


DF: We take on Whitehaven 
this weekend and they certainly 
gave Halifax a fright with just 
16 players available. Despite the 
victory over them last month, it 
can be a different proposition in 
a knockout game can’t it? 


MR: Of course it can. As with 

all Cumbrian teams, they’re 
gritty and they’re not going to 
fall away. You can’t perform 

for 20-minutes and then slack 
off, making individual errors, as 
they’Il punish you. They won’t go 
away, we need to be putting a 
60, 70, 80-minute performance 
against these. We gave them a 
bit of a thumping at their place 
but they’ll be coming to us, in 
knock-out rugby and wanting to 
be on the big stage. It’s a mas- 
sive game to them, as it is for us.

in the squad. Everyone has shown 
improvements, whether its been 
physically or in their knowledge of the 
game.” 


With no track record of playing in the 
league before, Browne has found it 
difficult gauge how well the Eagles will 













fair in their debut season, but has set 
some goals for the side. 


“I’m looking forward to us compet- 

ing and playing to our strengths” he 
continued. “We’ll aim to keep pro- 
gressing and improving each week 
and learning and gaining experience 
from each game, understanding where 
our strengths lie and what areas we 
need to improve on. We will be a bet- 
ter team at the end of the season for 
certain.” 


The team are keen to build the infra- 
structure around the team to help 
with those improvements. 


“We are looking for an assistant coach 
to work alongside me and the team 
and would like to recruit people who 
can support us with media and other 
roles throughout the season.

dale’s star player, scoring 
all six of their tries and kick- 
ing three of their tries in an 
80 minute shift, but the Eagles 
worked hard to nullify many of 
efforts.
